‘Timber lands have seen a 
steady and substantial increase 
in price; so have cut-over timber 
lands, and pasturage is in great 
demand in other parts of Flori- 
da, but to me there is no “buy” 
in the State of Florida to equal 
those in the muck.” 

“T have a friend in North Flo- 
rida who began in-a small way 
on a’steer fattening program 
and who now is one of largest 
in the State with thousands of 
cattle. This man has always, and 
does now,, operate on the basis 
that the pasture land is worth 
per acre the equal of the value 
of the cattle they will graze; 
that is, if there are two $150 
steers on an acre that land is 
worth $300 as pasture. He has 
proven that theory practically 
by placing cattle on good pas- 
ture, allowing the land owner 
35 per cent of the gain for land 
use, he takes 35 per cent for fur-

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POINT OF NO RETURN 

Upwards of 200 radio stations, with many millions of listen- 
ers, have carried a broadcast produced by America’s Future, Inc, 
and featuring Wheeler McMillen, editor-in-chief of Pathfinder 
Magazine and The Farm Journal. 

Mr. McMillen spoke of the steel seizure and the vast possibi- 
lities arising from it. He said, “The question I have been asking 
myself is this: Which industry will be seized next? Will it be 
coal—or oil—or what? And if these seizures go unchallenged, 
when will the point of no return of private property be reached? 
The point of no return has been reached in other countries where 
people believed their property rights would hot be violated.” 

Mr. McMillen went on to deal with such subjects as past 
seizures of private property by government, and with the rock- 
bound attitude of union leaders. Then he showed the tremen- 
dous and ominous consequences that could follow nationalization 
of industry, using coal as one example. He quoted, with full ap- 
proval, a statement made five years ago by a coal man, who said, 
“If the coal mines were nationalized, the government, through 
its control of prices and supply of coal, could force any industry 
in the country dependent on coal to dance to its tune or face 
financial ruin. The government could completely control the 
economic life of the nation.” 

Such matters as the priees charged for steel and the wages 
paid the steel workers are debatable questions, What is not 
debatable is that the.steel seizure stems from a philosophy that 
could ujterly. destroy our free enterprise system and lead to eco- 
nomic dictatorship on an unlimited scale. That is why the seizure 
is one of the most important and far-reaching issue this country 
and its people have eyer faced.
